Official announcement of the program will be made 
later when all the tentative plans are made final. 
At this time it is sufficient to point out that a 
tremendous opportunity is before us. We must take 
advantage of it and succeed for the sake of Christ 
and lost souls. 

Your support and cooperation will be needed. As 
capable as they are, Brother Paulk and Brother 
Triplett will not be able to make the program a 
success. We must all help. 

Will you begin now to pray for the great step that is 
to be made? Your prayers are of utmost importance.

Prom the heart of a 
MISSIONARY

It was Sunday morning at sea. This is an experience 
which most of you will never know personally, so I 
thought I would attempt to express to you something 
of our feelings in this unique situation. 

We returned to our cabin after a fine breakfast 
served in all the style of an exclusive American res- 
taurant plus the unparalleled courtesy of the Japanese 
waiters. (We are sailing on the Hikawa Maru, a 
Japanese ship.) Possibly the most all-inclusive state- 
ment that could be made about an ocean voyage is 
that it is relaxing. We have time on our hands. 
And Sunday morning is the same as every other 
morning in that way. Between breakfast and lunch 
there is nothing to do except to read, visit, or partici- 
pate in a few deck games. From lunch until dinner 
the time is passed in much the same manner. Then 
from dinner until bedtime—another repetition. 

Today there was a pleasant variety. Church was 
announced for 10:30 this morning in which various 
missionaries would: participate and all of the pas- 
sengers were invited. I was ready for church and it 
was still more than an hour and a half until service 
time. Without any reason I looked out the porthole. 
The same water we saw yesterday—and the day before 
—was there in abundance. But today it impressed me 
differently. The water was constantly tossing, and the 
swells endlessly rose up and dropped only to rise and 
fall again until it would eventually fade in the dis- 
tance. The water was just a little rougher this morn- 
ing, and as I watched it momentarily, the words of 
Isaiah 57:20 became vivid and meaningful to me: 
“The wicked are like the troubled sea, when it cannot 
rest.” As I observed that the sea was ceaselessly in a 
state of unrest, I supposed I could partially compre- 
hend what God sees as He looks upon the restless 
souls who populate this world. Some people are strug- 
gling for survival, showing eagerness for advance- 
ment, striving for promotion, working for security, 
competing for popularity, becoming greedy for posi- 
tion, grasping for gain. Some are even fighting and 
waging wars for possession and dominions, but all 
these are of this world. Is not the troubled restless 
sea even quieter at times than the populace of our 
world in its panic after prosperity and its futile efforts 
for peace apart from the Prince of Peace. 

A day or two prior to the date set for sailing, we 
received letters from my parents and my wife’s par- 
ents implying a hope that because of the extreme 
international tension in the Near East we might pos- 
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sibly feel it wise to postpone our sailing. On the con- 
trary, increased unrest and strife is additional reason 
for all Christian soldiers to man their battle stations 
with renewed diligence and a Christ-like fervor to tell 
the glad story of His love to the lost. Our Jesus died 
for each one of them, and we as a church utterly 
fail if we do not expend our greatest effort and 
ability to preach the gospel of the kingdom in every 
nation before His return, which we have cause to 
believe is imminent. As the time shortens, our re- 
sponsibility increases. 

Back to our narrative. With still some time re- 
maining before service on this Sunday morning, I 
opened my Bible and began reading in the 14th chap- 
ter of Isaiah. Each line was a new inspiration as I 
read of the restoration of Israel, the condemnation 
of Satan and the destruction of his hellish ambitions 
against God and His creation, and finally the judg- 
ment of Babylon and Assyria (the ungodly nations of 
the world). This judgment of the wicked implies the 
final redemption of the righteous, but aside from this 
implication, there is really no cause for us to rejoice 
in the righteous judgment of God. Realizing the cer- 
tainty and the awfulness of the impending destruc- 
tion of wickedness, we are compelled to increase our 
efforts to convince the heathen that, though their 
gods do not hear, there is a God in heaven who 
constantly listens for the cries of their hearts. 

Church is finished now—and dinner—and the water 
is much rougher, just as the power of sin seems to be 
getting daily stronger. My stomach warns me of the 
possibility of seasickness. As I get steadily sicker, I 
like to imagine that I can see a little more clearly 
into the soul of God. Does He never despair in His 
effort to save as He observes from that high vantage 
point that the troubled sea of humanity is getting 
steadily more restless even to the point of storm? 
Will mankind never accept the love of the living God? 
Will man never bow before the benevolent benefactor? 
Just one more look at the water will supply the an- 
swer. A sight similar to the stormy seas that baffled 
the efforts of the apostles almost two milleniums be- 
fore our time meets our eyes. There is no rest in the 
endless expanse of the waters. “There is no peace, 
saith my God, to the wicked” (Isaiah 57:21). But 
there is peace given through the miracle of the Mas- 
ter as His forgiving love floods the soul in anguish. 

This is a small ship on which we are sailing. It

the individual that can change his entire life. 

To the sinner, it can mean the attaining of 
God’s eternal salvation, and to the Christian, the at- 
taining of God’s double portion of power. 

There is a saying: “If you try and don’t succeed; 
try, try again.” But I don’t believe that anything 
worthwhile, and especially of God’s kingdom, can be 
attained by simply “just trying.” For example, we do 
not receive God’s salvation by simply trying, but 
when we set ourselves to repent of our sin and ac- 
cept Him as our Saviour. How often have people 
sought the baptism of the Holy Ghost with an un- 
concerned attitude or that lazy “I’ll try” attitude and 
never receive Him until they set their hearts and 
souls to receive Him or tarry until. O Christian, when 
we awaken to the fact that God is not interested in 
bestowing His heavenly gifts or power on people 
who are not set for His kingdom. 

Meditate for a moment on the determination of Je- 
sus to do the will of His Father even if it meant His 
life, and it did. Can you hear His words as He speaks 
unto Satan on the mount of temptation when Satan 
offered Him the kingdoms of the world if He would 
fall down and worship him? “Get thee hence, Satan: 
for it is written, thou shalt worship the Lord, thy 
God, and Him only shalt thou serve” (Matthew 4:10). 

Jesus was set to lay down His life for the world, 


S ET YOURSELF!” Two words with a message to 


accepting the cross with its shame and afflictions 
rather than wealth and fame. Oh, if the people of 
the world tcday would set themselves to repent of 
their sin and live for God as hard as they set them- 
selves to attain wealth and fame, what a different 
world this would be. And if every Christian, even in 
the midst of trials, persecutions, ridicule or poverty 
would set his heart and soul to serve the Lord, then 
he could say with Paul, “Who shall separate us from 
the love of Christ? shall tribulation, or distress, or 
persecution, or famine, or nakedness, or peril, or 
sword? Nay, in all these things we are more than 
conquerors through him that loved us” (Romans 8:35, 
37). 

Elisha, the young prophet chosen of God to take 
the place of the aged Elijah, set himself to obtain the 
double portion by following Elijah from place to 
place. Elijah had begged him many times to stay 
behind, but Elisha would only reply, “As the Lord 
liveth, and as thy soul liveth, I will not leave thee” 
(2 Kings 2:2). He continued following him, for he 
realized how much he needed the power of God. 


Hear the sons of the prophets along the way calling 
out to determined Elisha, “Knowest thou that the Lord 
will take away thy master from thy head today?” 
(2 Kings 2:3). In other words, “What’s the use of 
following him; come on back.” It reminds me of 
many people today that are always seeking an easier 
way, always trying to discourage that one who is 
determined to serve God. Also the cald and formal 
churches of today are calling out to young ministers 
who have a determination to have the double portion 
of God’s power, saying, “Come on over and join us; 
you don’t need the power of God. We have a fine 
program, fine orators, great theologians, famous psy- 
chologists. Why do you want the power of God. It 
takes too much sacrifice!” But listen what Elisha 
yells back to the sons of the prophets, “Yea, I know 
it; hold ye your peace” (2 Kings 2:3). Or as I in- 
terpret it, “Yes, I know what I am doing. Mind your 
own business. I’ve set myself to get this double por- 
tion of God’s Spirit no matter what the cost.” 

Truly in this Christian walk there are always the 
“Job’s comforters,” those who will say, “It’s not 
worth it; curse God and die.” But, oh, that we shall 
say even as Job, “Though God slay me, yet will I 
trust him,” and as Elisha, continue on to the other 
side of the river to receive our reward for being set 
to follow after God. God is looking for that one soul 
who will set himself to serve Him, that He may 
give him His Spirit in a double portion, enabling him 
to go and set the captive spirits free, heal the sick, 
and even raise the dead. Are you willing to set your- 
self? If not, there will be no reward. 


Hear the word of the Lord once again, “The slug- 
gard will not plow by reason of the cold; therefore, 
shall he beg in harvest and have nothing” (Proverbs 
20:4).

of songs used in our churches today. Dis- 
cussion of this is appropriate and good, for 
only in recognizing our needs shall we be able to 
meet them. However, in our attempt to rectify existing 
conditions, we can easily overlook one of the greatest 
factors involved. The fact that the song is a hymn 
or gospel song is not of prime importance; it is the 
spiritual depth and understanding of the singer that 
causes a song to live or die. Singing is a ministry 
that compliments and strengthens the church and 
minister; but it is so only when the singer is hidden 
behind the Cross of Calvary, pointing the listening 
audience to Christ. The song must flow through a 
heart filled with the Spirit, straight from the throne 
of God. It is a fatal mistake to sing for men’s ap- 
plause or for the purpose of displaying a beautiful 
voice. There is only one reason for a song—that of 
glorifying God in praise and true worship. Just as a 
church becomes a strong church under a consecrated 
pastor, so will the choir flourish and grow when di- 
rected by a dedicated minister of music. 
Scriptually, we are told to sing psalms, hymns and 
spiritual songs. We are given a beautiful picture in 
Chronicles of the different choirs. David led a robed 
choir; Heman directed a chorus choir with a musical 
background and singers who sang ~ictory songs be- 
fore the battle, were appointed for a militant choir. 
These choir members were employed “day and night” 
and the beauty of sermon in song poured forth from 
men and women of spiritual stature (1 Chronicles 
9:33). This clear example must be our guide today. 
A church where hymns are never sung is like a grow- 


VV] UCH HAS BEEN SAID about the various types 
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ing boy with hamburgers as his steady diet. He grows 
up stunted, having no taste for T-bone steak or fried 
chicken. His idea is that because he likes hamburgers 
the whole world likes them! The same rule applies 
to singing; a steady diet of one kind of song leads to 
spiritual decay. There is no substitute for the soul- 
stirring, ageless hymns. They will live forever! Our 
young people suffer a grave injustice at our hands 
when we rob them of the strength and depth the old 
hymns offer. A deep appreciation for these inspired 
treasures comes with spiritual development; the two 
just cannot be separated! 


GOSPEL SONGS HAVE their place in 
the church also, for down through our history, sing- 
ing has been a deciding factor in our growth. Every 
hymn sung today was once a “new song” and many 
of them received considerable opposition in their day. 
As long as there is Pentecost there will be gospel 
songs, for our joy and exuberance come forth and 
will not be denied. 

The consecrated singer will not sing to be heard, 
nor use cheap tactics to attract attention. He will sing 
the gospel song with reverence and humility and in 
sincere adoration of the Man of Galilee. Gospel song 
writers of our day are godly men and twenty years 
hence our grandchildren will be praising God through 
their songs. You and I have witnessed gospel songs, 
sung by spirit-filled singers, breaking up the stony 
heart and bringing grown men weeping to the altar. No 
song can ever do more, but again we must see that it is 
God in the singer that draws the unrepentant sinner 
to a saving knowledge of Jesus Christ. God has chosen 
to use the instrumentality of man for His work, and 
when we as singers are spiritually sound and strong, 
the song will come forth pure and holy, lifting up the 
fallen. 

Songs of pantomime, chorus singing and cantatas 
also have their place. Our neglect of them because 
they require work and preparation is an indictment 
to each of us. The “do-it-yourself” fad that grips 
the nation is apparent in some devotional periods. 
Without prayer or planning the song service proceeds 
with the choir leader the main participant. Ministers 
enter the pulpit to speak, only after hours of prayer 
and meditation, and the same dedication is necessary 
for those who sing the gospel. Through spiritual tra- 
vail, diligent study and a sincere burden for the souls 
of men, we will lift up Christ in song. Not by might, 
but through the power and spirit of Almighty God! 


The hymns are blessed; gospel songs are inspira- 
tional; choruses fill a deep need and cantatas build 
our youth. We should have them all, but anointed 
singers must do the singing. Psalm 40:3 expresses our 
need: “And he hath put a new song in my mouth, 
even praise unto our God: many shall see it, and fear, 
and shall trust in the Lord.” The sinner must see our 
praise to God before he will fear and trust in the 
Lord; it wiil not be the singer he sees, it will be God 
in the singer! The ministry of music is vitally im- 
portant to the church. God grant that we pray earn- 
estly for the gifted singers who seek only to glorify 
God.

WHEREAS, it places society and the state prior to 
God in the affections and loyalty of men, and 

WHEREAS, its denial of human individuality can- 
not avoid totalitarianism, and 

WHEREAS, its totalitarianism creates a most vicious 
class system, and 

WHEREAS, it is foreign and antagonistic to all 
democratic philosophy, and, 

WHEREAS, it deceptively embraces otherwise com- 
mendable endeavors in its infiltration of our society; 

BE IT RESOLVED, that the Church of God in this 
General Assembly express its uncompromising op- 
position to communism as a political and religious 
system, and to any of its deceptive Front organiza- 
tions, and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that we alert our 
constituents to the clever and insidious techniques 
communists are employing in the infiltration of 
various organizations, and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that our constituents 
avoid association with any group or movement whose 
opposition to communism is not clear and uncom- 
promising, and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the General 
Assembly make public through its official organ and 
the public press this stand on communism. 


OBSCENE LITERATURE 
WHEREAS, the newsstands of our nation continue 
to be filled with obscene and indecent publications 
which glorify a sensual and perverted behavior, and 
WHEREAS, publications of this same libertine ob- 
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session are being processed in great quantity by the 
United States mail, and 

WHEREAS, these publications are being read in 
tremendous volume by the youth of this nation, there- 
by stimulating a pattern of thought and behavior 
which enlarges the already horrible and tragic ju- 
venile delinquency problem, 


BE IT RESOLVED, that we urge our constituents, 
churches, publications, and church related institutions 
to be alerted to this evil and to lend their coopera- 
tion to any and every effort to eliminate obscene and 
pornographic literature from our communities. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that we seek to in- 
fluence our legislators to pass sufficient laws to pro- 
hibit the processing of this type literature through 
the United States mails or its sale on public news- 
stands. “ 


To prohibit by law advertisements for any 
intoxicating drinks appearing in magazines, 
newspapers, on television and radio, highway 
billboards, and other media. 

Because we firmly agree that alcohol is a narcotic 
which, by depressing the higher nerve centers and re- 
leasing inhibitions, makes for social ease and pleasure; 
that it impairs reason, will, self-control, judgment, 
physical skill, and endurance; that there is over- 
whelming evidence of the social detriment caused by 
alcoholic poisoning; and because alcoholism is a 
steadily growing disease in these United States—we 
have a duty to discourage the spread of the disease. 

Prohibition of advertisements, which would increase 
the consumption of intoxicating drinks and tend to 
make more alcoholics, is, therefore, sound public 
policy. The liquor industry is very skillful in its ad- 
vertising, depicting drinking as sophisticated and de- 
sirable socially. They portray poised, masterful men 
and beautifully-gowned, well-behaved women. These 
advertising artists never suggest any unseemly coarse- 
ness in relations of men and women in high-priced 
or low-priced taverns. They fail to give a true picture 
of the manifestations of injurious emotions. There- 
fore, we denounce the continued invasion of the 
American home by advertisers of alcoholic beverages 
which beguile our youth. 

We strongly commend the action of the province 
of Manitoba, Canada, who prohibit by law the ad- 
vertisements for intoxicating liquors and hope it will

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Chicago and Revival 








Over a year ago, the pastors, 
members and friends of the Church 
of God of the Chicago area, felt 
the need of a city-wide revival. 


Brother V. B. “Vep” Ellis was se- 
cured for the preaching, and God 
gave a revival in Chicago. 

It was then that plans started 
for another city-wide revival this 
year. Brother Ellis graciously con- 
sented to come back to Chicago, and 
pastors and laity began to make 
plans for the revival. A theatre 
building, with a seating capacity 
of 1,000 was rented; committees 
started to work; churches began 
to pray, and God began to move. 

July 11 was the opening service. 
Of course, Satan doesn’t stay idle 
during a time like this. A few hin- 
Pm objects appeared, but on 
Tuesday night of the first week, 
God poured out His Spirit on the 
service in a glorious way. Yes, the 
revival was on! Each night the Lord 
blessed His people, and Brother El- 
lis preached under the anointing of 
the Holy Ghost. One thing that was 
so noticeable about the whole re- 
vival was that every thing said or 
done seemed to point to the coming 
of the Lord.

Even in the face of the re- 
cession the budget of something 
over $2,000.00 was supplied.

In the Chicago area, there are 
approximately 10,000 people who 
either were members of or ac- 
quainted with the Church of God 
in the South. This is one of the 
“ripest” fields in the nation for the 
church. At the present time, plans 
are being processed to start a Bible 
college, which will be a branch off 
of Lee College, right here in this 
great city. It has been predicted 
(by those who are in position to 
know), that by 1970, there will be 
another 4,000,000 people in North- 
ern Illinois. This is saying nothing 
about Northern Indiana and other 
outlying industrial areas from Chi- 
cago. One other thing noticeable 
is this: a few short years ago, the 
Church of God was hardly known 
in Northern Illinois. Today, some 
of the nicest church property in 
the state is in this area. 


WE NEED HELP! Pastors, evan- 
gelists and laity, if you get a chance 
to come to this part of the country 
—God can use YOU. We need peo- 
ple who will take an interest in 
the church. You probably won’t see 
the large crowds that you would 
in the South. but God is moving 
for us. I predict within a few more 
years (should the Lord tarry), 
some of the strongest churches in 
the country will be in this area. 
The money is here, people are com- 
ing to it, and God is helping our 
vastors and officials to feel the 
burden for His work. We have been 
told by people who know, that the 
people of this area will support a 
revival, financially, better than 
anywhere else. 


Again we say, “Thank God for 
Brother Vep Ellis!” He has helped 


us to prove that it can be done. 
His heart is in “Revival for the 
Church.” His operations, in our 
opinion, are absolutely above any 
questioning. We’re proud of him and 
his faith that God will give us re- 
vival. The people are more closely 
knitted together in God’s love and 
grace since the revival. Churches 
cooperated in the meeting from as 
far as 65 and 70 miles away. Pas- 
tors worked together like real 
brothers. THANK GOD, FOR THE 
REVIVAL IN CHICAGO.

measures only 530 feet from stem to stern, yet on it 
we are attempting to cross an expanse of water 
measuring more than 4,000 miles. It looks impossible. 
Nevertheless, in spite of the fact that one storm 
could put this ship 4 or 5 miles below the surface, we 
felt it reasonable to travel and are now three days 
away from the United States, with 12 days sailing 
time before Japan will become visible. The missionary 
enterprise, faced with one and a half billion un- 
believing souls, very closely resembles the picture of 
the tiny ship on the measureless waters. Our work 
can never see completion; our cause will never be 
won; it is an impossibility for us to evangelize the 
whole world. These and many more stupefying prop- 
ositions present themselves even as we now journey 
to the Island Empire to resume our efforts which we 
know will never see completion. However difficulty is 
not defeat. Satan’s vices are not victory. And our in- 
sufficiency is not inability. Neither is our frailty 
failure. Christ is conqueror, and we go as His am- 
bassadors to establish His righteousness in areas that 
today are darkened by demon defiance. 

My prayer is that even as you read this excerpt from 
my feelings, you will hear Jesus saying to you, “Lift 
up your eyes and look on the fields; for they are 
white already to harvest.” This missionary’s heart 
cries out for someone who will look beyond the tem- 
poral blessings, which are in such abundance in our 
America, and seé the great unreaped harvest in Japan. 
The call is urgent for consecrated young men and 
women ready to go today. There may not be a to- 
morrow.

very soon spread to the other provinces of Canada 
and surely to these United States. 

We further commend the United States Commerce 
Department whose new regulations prohibit new fed- 
eral highways from becoming “billboard alleys.” 

We urge Christians to want to do something about 
this problem, and to feel more responsible for the 
total problem. We urge churchmen to support leg- 
islation in local, state, and federal legislative groups 
to prohibit deceptive advertising of all intoxicating 
drinks. 

To halt the practice of serving alcoholic 
beverages on airplanes and to keep passengers 
from bringing beer and liquor aboard. 

Because drinking intoxicants aboard airlines is too 
dangerous to be permitted in that it impairs reason, 
will, self-control, and judgment, and removes in- 
hibitions—all of which causes intoxicated passengers 
to endanger the safety and well-being of human 
lives in flight and creates serious social and moral 
problems; 

We stand united in supporting congressional legis- 
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lation which would halt the practice of serving 
drinks on airplanes and keep passengers from bring- 
ing alcoholic beverages aboard.

Monday, September 29 


Scripture, Psalm 51, 

Look 

A little poem says, “We are the 
only Bible this careless world will 
read; we are the sinner’s gospel; 
we are the scoffer’s creed; we are 
the Lord’s last message given in 
word and deed.” If those about 
us look only on our lives in order 
to judge Christianity, we would do 
well to take a keener look at our- 
selves to see if we are measuring 
up! Let’s see if cheerfulness 
makes our lives glow and if our 
clean thinking and actions cause 
those about us to desire to be pure. 
Let’s see if we are really patient 
when tried, if we always speak the 
truth, and if we are constantly con- 
scious of God’s presence.

“put we glory in tribulations also, 
knowing that tribulation worketh 
patience.”

Surely, in our imitation of Him, in 
our looking on His purity, we will 
see our own mars, spots, and 
wrinkles. 1 John 3:3 says, “And 
every man that hath this hope in 
him purifieth himself, even as he 
is pure.” 

Prayer: Lord, search our lives, 
Thou knowest our secrets; make us 
pure and more like Thee each day. 


Friday, October 3 
Scripture, Proverbs 8, Truthfulness 


“For my mouth shall speak the 
truth; and wickedness is an abom- 
ination to my lips” (verse 7). Today 
many people are tripped up by 
Satan as he causes them to put a 
false light on many things. One 
can act a lie. One can silently con- 
sent to a lie when he, by speaking 
out, could have told all who were 
concerned the truth. Truth is a 
sterling quality and parents today 








should teach their children to 
tell the truth always, though the 
consequences might not be pleasant 
for them or others. A “little white 
lie” told to protect another should 
not be condoned. Revelation 21:8 
says that all liars shall have their 
part in the lake that burneth with 
fire. “By mercy and truth iniquity 
is purged” (Proverbs 16:6).

Saturday, October 4 


Scripture, John 15, A Constant 
Consciousness of God’s Presence 
“Never say what Christ wouldn’t 

say, never listen to that which He 

wouldn’t condone, and never go 
where you wouldn’t want to take 

Him with you.” If you have a con- 

stant awareness of God’s presence 

near you, you will follow the old 
adage given above. How can you 
keep the feeling of His presence 
near? Ephesians 5:19 admonishes 
us to speak to ourselves in psalms, 
hymns and spiritual songs, sing- 
ing and making melody in our 
hearts to the Lord. I believe God’s 
presence is nearer when we praise 

Him. Psalm 107 says 4 times in the 

same chapter, “O that men would 

praise the Lord!” If we become 
constantly aware of His presence, 
we'll not be tempted to sin, for His 
angels will be encamped about us 
to help us praise Him.

Monday, October 6 


Scripture, Psalm 139, Another In- 
ward Look 


The twenty-third verse of this 
chapter, “Search me, O God, and 
know my heart: try me and know 
my thoughts”; and Joshua 23:11,

yourselves, that ye love the Lord, 
your God,” both advise us to have 
another inward look.

Tuesday, October 7

Philippians 1:27 says, “Only let 
your conversation be as it be- 
cometh the gospel of Christ’; 
Ephesians 4:29 says, “Let no cor- 
rupt communication proceed out of 
your mouth, but that which is good 
to the use of edifying, that it may 
minister grace unto the hearers.” 
James 1:26 says, “If any man 
among you seem to be religious, 
and bridleth not his tongue, but 
deceiveth his own heart, this man’s 
religion is vain.” In Matthew 12:36, 
our Lord tells us that for every idle 
word that men shall speak, they 
shall give account thereof in the 
day of judgment. One great 
prophet cried out, “Woe is me, for 
I am a man of unclean lips.” These 
references should stop careless and 
unclean speech. 


Prayer: Let us speak only things 
that will glorify Thee, O Father. 


Wednesday, October 8 


Scripture, Luke 12, Covetousnss or 
Selfishness 


Our Lord tells us here to beware 
of covetousness: for a man’s life 
consisteth not in an abundance of 
things. We are told not to heap to 
ourselves treasures here upon 
earth. We are not to treasure the 
things that we do have, though 
they may be few. We are to put 
Christ and His kingdom first! 
Covetousness and selfishness are 
different, but they often go hand 
in hand. One wants and the other 
keeps, one or both are often found 
in the lives of those about us. Paul 
was willing to spend and be spent 
in the service of the Lord. A poem 
once said, “There are no pockets 
in a shroud.” You have often 
heard it said, “You can’t take it 
with you.” Only the things done 
for God will live on beyond death. 


Prayer: Lord, may we analyze 
our own lives and if we find any 
vestige of selfishness or covetous- 
ness there, wilt Thou erase it and 
keep it away forever? 


Thursday, October 9 
Scripture, Hebrews 12, Resentment 


Many people resent many things; 
some even resent the chastisement 
of the Lord, but the sixth verse 
tells us that He loves those whom 
He chastens. We are not to ques- 
tion God’s ways for they are above 
men’s way. We aren’t to resent His 
hand though it may fall heavy at 
times. He teaches us something in 
the trial. Neither are we to bitterly 
resent instructions from elders; we 
know that they watch for our souls. 
Resentment can build until all 
Christian victory is gone. Satan 
finds it one of his most useful de- 
vices and carries it to the high 
and low. We must shun it as we 
would poison and pray to the Lord 
to erase its sting lest we retort in 
a like manner. 


Prayer: Father, guard us from 
resentment. Thou knowest the 
weakness of man; make us all 
strong against this great evil. 


Friday, October 10 
Scripture, Romans 12, Worldliness 


The second verse tells us very 
forcefully to beware of worldliness. 
Jesus, when praying for His dis- 
ciples, asked that they not be taken 
from the world, but that they be 
kept from the evils of the world. I 
am always amazed when I see peo- 
ple doing things again that they 
once said that God had condemned 
them for. Either He didn’t condemn 
them in the beginning or now they 
are ignoring His wishes. I do not 
mean this only in things that per- 
tain to the outward appearance. 
Many may look holy on the outside 
but carry things in the inward man 
that are not pleasing to God. 
When people begin to live closer to 
God, however, the more Christlike 
they become every day. They look 
and act different. Soon there is no 
question—they are just “not of the 
world” any more. Galatians 6:7, 8 
warns against worldliness. 


Prayer: Father, may others see, 
every day, that we’ve been with 
Jesus. 


Saturday, October 11 


Scripture, Romans 13, Lack of Re- 
spect 


Verses 4 and 6 tell us to respect 
our ministry. 2 Peter 2:10 speaks 
of those who are presumptuous and 
self willed and of those who are 
not afraid to speak evil of dignities. 
Today there is lack of respect for 
the aged and for parents. 1 Tim- 
othy 5:1 and Proverbs 23:22 gives 
us directions about how they should 
be treated. This lack of respect for 
others is another tool of Satan, but 
he never lets folks know that those 
who flout holy people and holy 
things are in danger of the wrath 
of God. Those who show lack of 
respect doubtlessly think that they 
are high and mighty, but they 
should remember that that was the 
reason for Satan’s being cast out 
of heaven. Romans 13:7 says, 
“Render therefore to all their dues 

honour to whom honour.” We 
find in Romans 12: | BEL ae in 
honour preferring one another.” 


Prayer: Father, help Thy people 
to respect Thee, Thy house, Thy 
ministers, and each other always.
